ELECTION PROBLEM

HEN the Dail meets next 


week three subjects which 
will provoke lively discussion in 
the Lobbies are the anticipated 
general election, the possibility of 
legislation prolonging the life of 
Parliament for another two years 
from June next, and Article 28 of 
the Constitution. 

All three are closely intertwined 
in the peculiar circumstances that 
exist at present, and, while the like- 
jihood of a Prolongation Bill rapidly 
js fading into the background, the 
constitutional provision which could 
decisively affect the situation is mov- 
ing into the limelight. Up to now 
the public mind has been centred on 
the issue between an extended life 
for the Dail and an election, and 
outside of political circles little or 
no interest has been shown in the 
possibility of another quite unfore- 
teen development. 

Article 28 of the 8 pro- 
vides that nothing in the Constitu- 
tion shall be invoked to invalidate 
any law enacted by the Oireachtas 
which is expressed to be for the 
purpose of securing the public 
safety or the preservation of the 
State in time of war or armed rebel- 
lion, or to nullify any act done, or 
purporting to be done, in pursuance 
of any such law in a time of war or 
armed rebellion. 

The latter part of the Article is 
that which could become operative 
in the case of a general election, in 
circumstances where it would reason- 
ably be considered that the neu- 
trality of the country was endan- 
gered by external events. Should, 
for instance, the development of the 
war in the early future tend to im- 
peril the maintenance of neutrality, 
the Government could, taking the 
view that a dissolution in such a 
situation would be fraught with 
grave danger to th country, make 
an Order under the Emergency 
Powers Act, automatically extending 
the life of the Parliament for the 
duration of the crisis. : 


FIANNA FAIL VIEW 


A Fianna Fail spokesman told me 
last night that such a step would be 
taken only in a case of grave 
emergency, and the development of 
events in the early future would 
have much to say in the decision of 
the Government. While Mr. de 
Valera will proceed according to the 
accepted precedents of democracy, 
it could be argued that there is an 
emergency at the moment, he said, 
“and that the Constitution is not 
really in being at all—that it is 
superseded for the time wg Be by 
emergency powers. If that should 
prove to the position at the con- 
clusion of the life of the Parliament, 
these powers, in the interests of the 
State, could be applied to the life of 
the House. In such circumstances, 
if the Government considered it 
essential to keep a constant watch 
on the development of external 
affairs — the maintenance of 
neutrality being the chief issue so far 
as this country is concerned while 
the war continues—it could continue 
in office. Should the situation be not 
less dangerous thin it is at present, 
and the other parties demand an 
election, then the Government 
certainly will go to the people. 


QUESTION OF POWER 


This issue of the Government’s 
powers under Article 28 was raised 
in a habeas corpus issue in the 
High Courts some time ago, when it 
was held that the Courts had no 
ower to consider the application, 
“sá regard to the fact that the 
Constitution had been superseded for 
the time being, and, in the course of 
arguments, the view was expressed 
that the application of such powers 
to a general election was another 
matter, to be considered in relation 
to the existin circumstances. 
Shortly afterwards, however, the 
Supreme Court held that, notwith- 
standing the views of the High 
Court, the Courts still were com- 
petent to entertain a Aabeas corpus 
application where Emergency Powers 
Orders were involved. 

In the extreme circumstances, 
therefore, where the Government 
could invoke the Emergency Powers 
Act to extend the life of Parliament, 
it would be open to the Opposition 
parties to challenge the validity of 
the action in the Courts.

MOSCOW, Monday. — Reuter’s 
Correspondent here says :—‘‘ Only at 
the cost of colossal losses have the 
Germans been able to push back the 
defenders in one part of the workers’ 
settlement in the industrial suburbs, 
the present focal point of the whole 
battle. Though the Russians have 
had to give ground in some places, 
they have withdrawn in an orderly 
fashion and without disorganising 
their lines. Marshal Timoshenko’s 
relief offensive from the north-west is 
steadily gnawing at the German 
defence line between the Don and 
the Volga, though German resistance 
has undoubtedly stiffened in the last 
few days, Each side is manceuvring 
rapidly to find a weak spot in the 
opponent’s defences. The initiative 
remains in Timoshenko's hands, and 
he is feeling his way cautiously 
forward before launching a full-scale 
attack. The latest news is that the 
Russians have ‘ improved their posi- 
tions.’ 


MORE GERMANS 


The same is true of the Russian 
thrust from the South-East, where 
Soviet commanders are patiently 
jockeying for position while they 
accumulate reserves of men and 
equipment for a hard blow. It must- 
be borne in mind that the Germans 
are also rushing up reinforcements. 
Two new German infantry divisions 
and one tank division have just 
arrived to join in what the Germans 
hope will be the Saal assault. But 
the battle is by no means over, and 
the Soviet Press reflects the growin 
confidence of the Soviet people an 
its a that the city can and will 
be held. In a city like Stalingrad, 
which sprawls for 32 miles along a 
river, street fighting may go on for 
weeks without a clear-cut decision. 
The Germans may capture a few 
streets, but during the night, or 
under cover of fog, the Russians will

have been able to close the Volga, 
along which Stalingrad’s little navy 
of gunboats and armed tenders is 
maintaining a steady flow of traffic. 


COUNTER-ATTACKS 
Reuter’s Stockholm Correspondent 
says: Marshal Timoshenko’s troops, 
though forced to withdraw in some, 
parts of Stalingrad, are counter- 
attacking furiously in almost every 
street of the hotly contested indus- 
trial suburbs, he Germans have 
been thrown out of several pre- 
viously captured positions. At other 
ints they have been prevented 
rom consolidating their gains. For 
the third successive day the de- 
fenders have held their own inside 
the city. The advantage rests with 
the defenders for the time being.

MOSCOW, Monday Night.—It 


was announced to-night that on the 
central ‘Rzhev) front German units 
belonging to the division under 
General von Hoffman have been 
compelled to retreat seven miles and 
have lost an important height. A 
Soviet front-line despatch says 
that the Germans suffered 
heavily in men and materials. 
After driving the Germans from the 
height the Russian troops exploited 
their success so rapidly that the 
Germans had not time to consolidate 
their positions in the rear. They 
lost 11 field guns, 16 machine guns, 
many rifles and several dozen lorries. 
—Reuter. 


GERMAN REPORT 


LONDON, Monday.—The German 
communiqué states :—‘‘In the north- 
western part of the Caucasus and 
south of the Terak German troops, 
supported by Luftwaffe squadrons, 
dislodged the enemy from pill-boxes 
and forest positions. 

* North-east of Mozdok the main 
part of a Soviet cavalry regiment 
was annihilated and several hundred 
prisoners were taken. 

In the harbour of Taupse Ger- 
man bombers damaged a 7,000-ton 
tanker. 

“In the battle for Stalingrad 
infantry and tank units, closely co- 
operating with close-range fighters, 
captured in fierce house-to-house 
fighting further parts of the northern 
district of the city. The Soviets 
suffered heavy losses. Nine tanks 
were destroyed. Night bombing at- 
tacks were made upon Soviet aero- 


: w 
railway trucks east oí the Volga. 
“In futile attacks against the 
German bridgehead of Voronezh the 
enemy in the past two days lost 21 
tanks. 

“(German attacks south-east of 
Lake Iimen also made good headway 
yesterday. Localities were taken by 
storm, and encircled enemy forces 
were annihilated. 

““On the front between the Upper 
Volga and Lake Ladoga German 
shock-troops destroyed a consider- 
able number of enemy pill-boxes and 
fighting posts ‘The Luftwaffe, too, 
continued its attacks against enemy 
pill-boxes and troop concentrations.“ 

Berlin reports the capture of 
Elkhotovo, south-east of Prokhlad- 
naya, after heavy street fighting; and 
Verkhniy Kurp, roughly ten miles 
east of the town of Terek, is stated 
to have been taken after twelve hours 
of street fighting.— (Reuter.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Monday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: '' During 
October 5 our troops fought the 
enemy in the areas of Stalingrad and 
Mozdok. Our warships sank an 
enemy transport of 10,000 tons in 
the Baltic Sea. 

In the area of Stalingrad fierce 
fighting continued. e enemy 
launched an offensive in a workers’ 
settlement with abgmt three infantry 
divisions and a dred tanks, sup- 
ported by aircraft. Soviet troops 
repulsed numerous enemy attacks 
and inflicted heavy losses. The 


{enemy lost shout 1,500 officers and 


men and 14 tanks. North-west of 
Stalingrad Soviet troops fought 
active operations and improved their 
positions. 

In the area of Mozdok fierce 


fighting continued. One Soviet unit 
repelled four attacks by infantry and 
tanks. In one day they wiped out 


about 600 Germans and destroyed 
12 tanks. 

“ On the Bryansk front our units 
wiped out the enemy’s man-power 
by rifle and machine-gun fire. 
During the day 230 Germans were 
annihilated.“ 


_ MADAGASCAR 
BRITISH ADVANCE 


„Our troops are continuing to 
patrol southwards from Antsirabe, 
says a communiqué from the General 
Officer Commanding-in-Chief, East 
Africa. “With the occupation of 
this town, our troops advancing 
from Majunga have covered a 
distance of over 460 miles in 23 
days. This column has now been 
joined by another from Tamative, 
which has moved by road and rail- 
way over a distance of 230 miles. 
During the course of these long 
advances our troops have had to 
repair numerous destroyed bridges 
as well as remove incessant road 
blocks of rocks and earth and some 
miles of felled trees. More than 450 
miles of railway and much rolling

coRK FISH 
MERCHANT'S 
SALMON 


OSEPH CLAYTON LOVE, a Cork 

and Cove fish merchant, appeared 
at Cork District Court, yesterday, 
on summonses by the Cork 
Fishery Conservators, alleging 
that last January he was in un- 
lawful possession of 151 salmon, 
taken from the Lee during the 
annual close season, and unlaw- 
fully exported that number with- 
out being licensed to export, and 
that he failed to keep a register 
in the prescribed form, being the 
holder of a licence for the sale of 
salmon and trout. ' 

The prosecution alleged that the 
offences occurred in January at a 
period which was a close season in 
the Cork area, though not so for 
certain Kerry areas. The register 
indicated that the 151 salmon had 
been despatched to Mr. Love by M. 
Tagney, Geraghmeen, Killarney, the 
weight being about 1,500Ib., but 
when Mr. Scanlon, secretary to the 
Cork Consérvators, got in teuch with 
Killarney, it was discovered that the 
only person who had a licence to fish 
in Killarney was Robert Tagney, and 
he declared that, in 1942, he had 
sent no fish to Mr. Love. Defendant 
sapped the fish to two firms in 
England. 


MAN FROM KERRY 


Witnesses. were examined in sup- 
port of this statement, and, for the 
defence, Anna Gertrude Heidorn, 
defendant’s employé, stated that last 
January a man came to their Maylor 
street office with the salmon. Mr. Love 
was in Dublin, and she phoned him 
for instructions. Later the man 
returned and said he was Tagney, of 
Killarney, and produced a certificate 
of origin. Having satisfied herself 
that the certificate was all right, she

In cross-examination, she said she 
had paid in cash for the salmon a 
total of approximately £500, Before 
he left Cork Mr. Love had left 
signed cheques. All the salmon was 
exported to England. She denied 
that her evidence was a pack of lies. 

The further hearing was adjourned 
until to-morrow.

Michael Fitzgerald, of County Ros- 
common. Born in Paris in 1879, M. 
Alphand entered the diplomatic 
service in 1902, and for twenty years 
he was the close collaborator of M. 
Delcassé, whose Cabinet chief he was 
in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
and in the Ministry of Marine. He

MORE TRANSPORT 
| AND AIRCRAFT 


OISTON, Monday,—Mr. Harold 
Butler, Director of British 
Press and Information Services in 
Washington, said at a meetin 
here to-day that the Unit 
Nations could not establish a 
second front on the European 
Continent ‘‘ without. the risk of 
disastrous results until they had 
sufficient ships for transport and 
sufficient airoraft for complete 
mastery of the air.” i 
“This winter the whole English 
population will have less food, less 
clothing and less fuel than it reall 
requires to meet the normal needs 
of healthy living, and practically 
no petrol, he said, and added: 
It will be a hard and uncom- 
fortable winter; but don’t imagine 
that people will be unduly depressed 
by this kind of hardship. Remember 
that Britain has never ceased to be 
in the front line since June, 1940.“ 


U.S. PLANS 

President Roosevelt in a letter 
stated that the United States 
Government will do everything it 
can to see that products available 
for civilian needs are allocated in 
an orderly and equitable fashion. 
It is essential that those whose 
obligation it is to provide the 
mechanics, by means of which the 
products of our farms and factories 
reach the consumer, shall seek to 
expedite the free flow of goods. If 
this is not done there may be un- 
necessary dislocation which will 
tend to hamper the war effort. 

A cable from Mr. Oliver Lyttel- 
ton, British Minister of Production, 
said that it would 
less than the utmost effort and the 
t ounce of determination from all 


To that end you in America and 
we in Britain are pooling our 
resources, our production and our 
inventive capacity; counting nothing 
lost if victory be won.“

“ The brains and hands of our two 
nations unite in a common effort to 
annihilate the common foe,” Mr. 
Cordell Hull, U.S. Secretary of 
State, said, and added: Business 
in general, both production and 
distribution, must put forth unpre- 
cedented energy, initiative. and 
enterprise. 

In Washington, Mr. Sumner

that the U.S. Government’s policy 
is to give every possible aid to the 
Russians, whether material’ or 
physical.

WASHINGTON, Monday. — A 
Navy Department communiqué issued

acquiring pictures for presentation to 
the leading Irish galleries) said last 
night: While we are not anxious 
to enter into public controvers 
about the picture we very muc 
regret what has happened. It is a 
= moving piece of religious art.“ 

r. Sean. Keating, H. A.; 53 
member of the Board which rejected 
the picture, said that, speaking for 
himself, he thought it was not a 
work of art. It was, perhaps, of 
some interest to those interested in 
modernistic tendencies, but, as a 
piece of painting, he thought it was 
naive, childish and unintelligible. 
He was also opposed to bodies such 
as the Friends of the National Col- 
lections buying from dealers instead 
of from painters. 


PUBLIC EXHIBIT 


It was learned in Dublin last night 
that arrangements are being made 
to have the picture exhibited 
publicly in about a month's time, 
and there will also be a discussion on 
Rouault's work, in which those 
taking part will include Miss Evie 
Hone and Miss Mainie Jellett. 
Rouault. who lives in France. is 
now over 70. He began his study of 
art by being apprenticed to a stained- 
glass makers and writers about his 
work have always pointed out the 
strong influence which stained-glass 
design has had on his painting. He 
has painted many pictures of reli- 
gious subjects, and is also well known

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., for the 
defence, said Mr. Chapman welcomed 
the opportunity to meet the un- 
founded charges. If it had not been 
for certain other happenings that had 
nothing to do with Customs duties 
there would have been nothing con- 
cerning evasion in the minds of 
Customs officials. There had been 
no attempt on the part of Mr. Chap- 
man or anybody in the company to 
do the Revenue out of one farthing of 
duty. 

It was a significant fact that the 
Customs officials had never given the 
slightest consideration to the 
question of the quantity of goods 
imported. Value was the main con- 
sideration all the time, ignoring the 
conditions at the end of 1939. At 
that time war had been declared, and 
Mr. Chapman had been quick off his 
mark, and, as a result of visits to 
the Continent, secured ample stocks 
not for his own benefit, but for that 
of the fuctory workers, the share- 
holders, and the taxpayers, because 
the Industrial Credit Corporation 
held the 35 per cent. of the shares. 
When applying for the import 
licences he applied for gross or 
gross hanks, but never gross 
yards.“ Then he declared the 
correct value and believed he was 
entitled to ignore the question of 
yards. He may have been wrong from 
the point of view of the Customs 
officials, but he had done everything 
he was bound to do, and was entitled 
to assume that if there was any 
particular relationship between quan- 
tity and value these experienced offi- 
cials would have made an inquiry 
about it. If he brought in goods in 
excess of the quantity authorised in 
the licences there was no offence, be- 
cause it was an ad valorem duty, 
and he gave the correct value and 
paid the correct duty 
Walter Chapman, the defendant, 
then gave evidence. He said that he 
resumed the manufacture of braid 
with L. J. Jordan, Ltd., Leicester, 
in 1919, and in 1934 commenced 
negotiations with the Department of 
Industry and Commerce in connec- 
tion with a braid mills which were 
established at Ennis, with a private 
company in control, and afterwards 
a public company. He had always 
dealt with the Department in regard 
to import licences, but he had 
never seen a Customs entry form

It is most unlikely 
now that the Germans will be 
able to mount a large scale 
offensive against either Leningrad 
or Moscow before next spring; 
and it also must be remembered 
that since last year the Russians 
have had an opportunity to 
strengthen the defences of both 
these cities. Everything points to 
the, probability that a military 
decision will be postponed until 
next year, by which time the 
problem of a second front may 
have ceased to be of merely 
academic interest. It is almost 
impossible to believe that the 
British and Americans, with all 
their vast resources, will remain 
permanently on the defensive; 
but, in the meantime the whole 
world is being bled white, and if 
the war should continue for 
another year Europe will be in a 
position almost as bad as that 
which it occupied after the Thirty 
Years’ War.

They 
begin, most suitably, at an exhibi- 
tion of pictures by one Yvonne 
Artow, who is herself at once the 
product and the victim of the kind 
of appreciation that surrounds her.

WORKLESS HELPED 


There are numbers of persons in 
Dublin who, while not actually 
starving, are on the ‘starvation 
line, said Mr. J. 8. Dunne, 
Director and Secretary of theMount 
Street Club, when he spoke at 

esterday’s meeting of the Dublin 
Rota Club at the Gresham Hotel. 

The unemployed,“ he said, are 
mainly in a state which is per- 
petually on the verge of starvation, 
and that in spite of our State social 
services and charitable organisa- 
tions. 

The Mount Street Club, he ex- 
plained, did not claim to cure un- 
employment, nor did it claim that it 
could reduce the cost of unemploy- 
ment to the State in cash. Its 
object was to give to the workless 
man the opportunity of producing 
for himself and his family the goods 
he required. Naturally, the emer- 
gency had hit the Club very hard; 
all its industrial activities had had 
to be curtailed, and the wood-work- 
ing shop had been virtually closed. 
The tailoring and boot-making shops, 
however, had been kept in produc- 
tion. But the Club did not produce 
for profit, as it would involve un- 
fair competition, and it was no part 
of its idea to cause unemployment. 

The members of our Club are 
getting what I suspect the members 
of Rotary are not getting, and that 
is bacon,” said Mr. Dunne. We 
could make a profit on the sale of 
this bacon, but would not do this.

Higher Taxi Fares 


Taxi fares in London are lower than 
in any other part of Britain, and 
start on the basic minimum of 9d. 
for the first two-thirds of a mile and 
3d. for each one-third after that. In 
Aberdeen the first mile, or part of a 
mile, for four passengers is 3s. 6d., 
double that of London, and London's 
taximen are applying for leave to 
increase fares, pointing out that they 
are among the few classes of workers 
who have not had higher pay since 
the war began. No increase in the 
basic rate is being claimed—only an 
increase from 6d. to 1s. 9d. in the 
2 extra for more than two pas- 
sengers, and the right to charge 
separate fares, especially at night- 
time.

MR. A. D. BREWSTER 


Mr. A. D. Brewster, who died on 
Sunday, at his residence, Craiglea, 
Temple Gardens, Dublin, was for 
more than 50 years connected with 
Hely’s, Limited, of Dame street, and 
had been a director of that company 
since 1905.
